DETAILED ACTION 

Status of Application, Amendments, And/Or Claims 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 09 July 
2003 has been entered. 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 1-6 and 10-19 are canceled. Claims 7-9 and 20-25 are under 
examination. 

Withdrawn Objections And/Or Rejections 

As indicated in the advisory action of 25 February 2003 (Paper No. 19), the issue 
under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph, for claim 7 regarding where the antibody binds . 
has been resolved. 

35 U.S.C. §§ 101 and 112, First Paragraph 

Claims 7-9 and 20-25 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed 
invention is not supported by either a credible, specific and substantial asserted utility or 
a well established utility. 
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Claims 7-9 and 20-25 also remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. 
Specifically, since the claimed invention is not supported by either a credible, specific 
and substantial asserted utility or a well established utility for the reasons set forth 
above, one skilled in the art clearly would not know how to use the claimed invention. 

The bases for these rejections are of record. See Paper No. 1 1 (05 June 2002), 
pp. 3-8 for the original rejection; and Paper No. 15 (01 November 2002), pp. 2-9, for the 
maintained rejection. 

Applicant's arguments (Paper No. 16, 10 February 2003) have been fully 
considered but are not found to be persuasive for the following reasons. While the 
references cited by Applicant indicate that inflammation is a specific response, and 
Debets et al. provide detailed information about expression of IL-1 delta, the 
specification as originally filed only indicates that IL-1 delta "plays a role" in inflammation 
and does not predict the specific information provided by the references (e.g., it is up- 
regulated in inflammation, in particular psoriasis). Also, the literature does not support 
the specification's more specific assertions of the effects of ll-1delta(e.g., it induces 
chemoattractants, it enhances and promotes adherence of adhesion molecules 
resulting in recruitment of macrophages/neutrophils, it induces fibroblast growth, etc.). 

Therefore, the rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 101 for lack of utility and § 1 12, first 
paragraph, for lack of enablement, are maintained. 



Conclusion 

No claims are allowed. 
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All claims are drawn to the same invention claimed in the application prior to the 
entry of the submission under 37 CFR 1 .1 14 and could have been finally rejected on the 
grounds and art of record in the next Office action if they had been entered in the 
application prior to entry under 37 CFR 1.114. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE
